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From the intersection of Routes 233 and 198, go south towards 
Northeast Harbor. 0.9 mile from this intersection, the trail starts on 
the left side of the road. The trailhead has been rerouted recent- 
ly from the Giant Slide Road to a new trail beginning 100 yards 
north. Park on the same side of the road as the trailhead on the 
ample shoulder. 


The trail starts gently ascending and flattens out through a varied 
woodland, then over a series of log bridges, (bog walks), that 

= ’ give you an expedient way over some 
boggy ground. Next you will ascend gently over a slight- 
ly rougher path including some stone steps to an open 
area with light green lichen and terraced ledges. This is 
posted as a fragile habitat, so please stay on the trail. Li- 
chen is a vulnerable plant made up of algae and fungus 
and takes decades to recover when trampled. 


Back into the woods, the trail flattens out then descends. Shortly you will cross the 
carriage road that travels between the Parkman Mountain parking area and Aunt 
Betty’s Pond. You have traveled .6 mile. 


After crossing the carriage road, the Giant Slide Trail ascends moderately over a 
rocky path. After more bog walks, the trail comes along side Sargent Brook. As you 
follow the brook, you will notice that the rocks change into boulders. Steeper and 
bigger, the trail changes from a walk to a clamber.

You will be deciding which rock to P 
step on while crossing the brook; Squeezing over or under 
a rock obstacle; and picking 


your way through a steeper, narrow maze of boulders 
and water. 


During high water, the way can be exciting, but treacher- 
ous. In late summer, the water is low, but for a 50+ very 
casual hiker, safer. In any season, there are a couple of 
deep pools that resist the dry peri- 
ods and stay pristine. 


As you ascend, you realize that 
you are in a small gorge. This is 
the Giant Slide. You will come to a 
sign post; to the left is the Sargent 
Northwest Trail, to the right is the 
Parkman Mountain Trail, and straight ahead the Giant Slide 
Trail proceeds through a narrow cave created by a huge slab 
of granite resting against the rocky hillside. Continue Straight 
on the Giant Slide Trail. You have now hiked 1.1 miles. 


Once through the cave, the trail levels out and crosses the 
brook three more times, ascending moderately. As you leave the brook to the left, 
you will travel a level path through the woods.

Climbing moderately over open ledges, the views to 

the west open up as Bald Peak and Parkman Mountain 
provide a beautiful vista. As you climb the Grandgent 
Trail you will follow trail markers called cairns. The type 
of cairns used in Acadia National Park are specifically 
named Bates Cairns, (see picture), named after Waldron 
Bates who was chairman of the Path Committee of the 
Bar Harbor Village Improvement Association when the 
Giant Slide Trail was added to the trail system. There is a 
commemorative bronze plaque on a giant boulder at the 
junction of the Gorham Mountain Trail and the Cadillac 
Cliffs Trail, (on the east side 
of MDI) that memorializes Bates as “Pathmaker.”
